The national gove:nment has at last 
taken cognizance of the tremendous 
emigration of its subjects to Canada, 
and recently a fund of half a milliot 
dollars was set aside w.th which to 
combat the ‘rush to Canada.” The 
American government has decided to 
spend that amount of money in adver- 


| tising government lands in the western 
| states and in showing prospective emi- 


grants that they can purchase land in 
this country just as cheajly, and in 
many cases at even lower figures, than 
they can buy Canadian lands. 

But in making tiis statement, the 
United States gove. nnrent is obliged to 
steer clear of furnish.ng a descriptive 
comparison of the Canadian and 
American lands. In western United 
States there are many millions of acts 
of land that can be purchased at $1.25 
per acre and that are worth about one 
eent per quarter section, provided tio 
taxes are assessed against it. There 
are, of course, millions of acres of 
much better land then this that are 
subject to homestead entry, but when 
the government advertises: ‘‘Why go 
to Canada? We have 367 000,000 acres 
of free lands in this country,’” all the 
reat body of absolutely worthless 
lands ig included. 

Of course this land cannot be com- 
yared with the western Canadian 
ands nor in fact, can any of the 
American land which may be home- 
steaded and purchased at $1.25 per 
acre, but practica'ly no farming lands 
are now open to homestead 

ith the half million dollars which 
it will spend in advertising its own 
lands, the Washington government 
will do its best to hold a portion of 
those western farmers who are leav- 
ing the States for Cona'a because of 
their ability in the latter country to 
secure laige bodies eof land very 


ect 


cheaply. 
Many American newspapers are 
clamoring for this government to 


spend $1,000,000 annually in an effort 
to stop this emierstion end point to 
the fact that 40,000 of the very best 
class of oufcitizens crossed — into 
Canada last March. Thee pavers call 
ettention, also, to the fact that these 
40,000 emigrants carrie | $50 000,000 in 
cash and property along with them. 

“Losing men and money in such
